Wil- 
kerson, in an action tiled in tile court 
here against the company. 
\ccom panying the petition was an 
answ er tiled by the company, adm it­ 
ting that the appoint men I of a re­ 
ceiver to take charge of the affairs 
of the road is necessary a t this lime, 
to protect the interests of all con­ 
cerned, so Judge »Moore took immedi­ 
ate action in the m atter and named 
l ivid Toil to take c harge of all of the 
affairs of the road in this county, as 
ancilliary receiver. 
!>ast week, on application filed by 
W ilkerson In the common pleas court 
at Youngstown. Judge Wilkins named 
Tod to a ct as receiver of the com­ 
pany, under $20,000 bond, and Judge 
Moore required him to give the same 
bond in this county, and it was filed 
by him with Clerk of Courts Rich­ 
ardson.

T ie boa d took its accustomed ac­ 
tion at this time in voting to levy a 
servii e fund to be used to pay the tra-, 
veling expenses of members of the 
board who may unde take journeys on 
school business. 
The fund is levied 
at the rate of five cents per enrolled 
pupil, and will amount to $38.15. as
